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REPORT 


Summary.—The birth-rate is lower than the average of corresponding 
quarters in recent years. 

The marriage-rate is higher than in any first quarter since 1942. 

The death-rate is lower than in any first quarter since 1948 and is below 
the average of the past five years. 

The infant mortality rate is the lowest recorded for any first quarter. 

The death-rate from tuberculosis, though below the average for the first 
quarters of the years 1947-1951, is higher than in the fourth quarter of 1951. 


The maternal mortality rate is the lowest recorded for any quarter. 


Live Births.—The 22,889 births in the quarter under review are 736 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population is 
18-0, being 0-8 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1951 and 2-0 
below the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 18-2, in the 
large burghs 18-9 and these compare with 17-6 for the rest of Scotland. In 
individual areas the rate ranged in counties of cities and burghs from 25-2 in 
Clydebank, 22-8 in Coatbridge and 22-2 in Dumbarton to 16-1 in Falkirk, 15-3 
in Edinburgh and 13-8 in Perth. In counties exclusive of counties of cities 
and large burghs it ranged from 21-2 in Midlothian, 20-5 in West Lothian and 
20-1 in Stirling to 13-3 in Nairn, 12-8 in Berwick and 10-2 in Bute. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 4:7 per cent., is 0-4 below that for 
the first quarter of 1951 and 0:6 below the average. 


Of the 22,889 births registered, 11,721 were of male children and 11,168 
of female children, being 1,050 male births per 1,000 females. Births regis- 
tered in January numbered 7,648, in February 7,247 and in March 7,994, the 
equivalent birth-rates being 17-7, 17-9 and 18-5 respectively. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—T'hese rates are calculated as at 31st March 1952 on 
the estimated population in Scotland, or of the local area concerned, as the case may be. 
Average Rates.— Unless ctherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are 
the averages of the rates in the previous five years. 


Usual Residence.—Births, Still-births and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by 
transfer to usual place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter was 
676 and is equivalent to a rate of 29 per 1,000 total births (including still- 
births). 


Marriages.— The number of marriages registered, 12,423, is 857 more than 
for the first quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population was 9:8. It is 0-6 
above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1951 and 1:5 above the five 
years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 11-2, in the large burghs 
11-6 and these compare with 8-0 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas 
the rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 15-0 in Dum- 
fries and Inverness, 14:1 in Perth and 18-6 in Stirling to 9-7 in Arbroath and 
Kilmarnock, 9-4 in Port Glasgow and 8-8 in Dumbarton. In counties exclusive 
of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 11-8 in Midlothian and 
Selkirk, 10-0 in West Lothian and Fife and 9-7 in Clackmannan to 4-1 in 
Caithness, 3-8 in Kirkcudbright and 3-1 in Inverness. 

Of the 12,423 marriages registered, 2,132 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
1 was an irregular marriage registered on the authority of Decree of 
Declarator pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 10,290, were 
solemnised by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 
civil marriages numbered 1,977 and those with a religious ceremony num- 
bered 9,576. 

Marriages registered in January numbered 2,350, in February 3,150 and 
in March 6,923, the equivalent marriage-rates being 5:4, 7-8 and 16-0 respec- 
tively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 18,894, and 
equalled a death-rate of 14:5 per 1,000 population. They are 4,034 less than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate is 3-3 less 
than in that quarter, and 1-0 less than the five years’ average. The death- 
rate in the counties of cities is 15-6, in the large burghs 14:0 and these compare 
with 18-8 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and 
large burghs ranged from 18-3 in Rutherglen, 16-3 in Glasgow and 16:1 in 
Hamilton to 12-2 in Dumbarton, 11:7 in Clydebank and 10-9 in Airdrie. In 
counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 20-3 in Sutherland, 19-3 in 
Orkney and 18-4 in Bute to 11-7 in Midlothian, 10-9 in Moray and 10-2 in West 
Lothian. 

Deaths registered in January numbered 6,381, in February 6,159 and in 
March 5,854, the equivalent death-rates being 14-8, 15-2 and 13-5 respectively. 

Infant Mortality—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
872 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 38 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is 8 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1951 
and 14 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortal- 
ity was 37 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 53.

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__. The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 42 and in the large burghs 
37, while for the rest of Scotland it was 35. In the counties of cities and large 
_burghs individually it ranged from 85 in Hamilton, 58 in Paisley and 52 in 
Dumfries to 19. in Rutherglen, 16. in Dunfermline and 13 in Airdrie. In 
counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 72 in Clackmannan, 65 in 
Caithness and 64 in-Bute to 22 in Kimeardine, 19 in Wigtown and 13 in Moray. 
No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the burgh of Stirling 
_ or the counties of Kinross and Nairn. 
; The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) was 23 per 1,000 
: live births and is 2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1951. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 234 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 750 less than in the first quarter of 1951. The death-rate for 
this group is 18 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five preceding years is 35. These deaths include 4 
from diphtheria, 15 from whooping-cough, 14 from meningococcal infections, 
8 from measles and 193 from influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid 
fever or scarlet fever. In the counties of cities and large burghs the highest 
rates were 88 in Glasgow, 37 in Port Glasgow and 33 in Rutherglen. In 
- counties exclusive of large burghs the highest were 42 in Clackmannan and 
Zetland; 33 in Renfrew and 26 in Lanark. 
No deaths were registered during the quarter from acute poliomyelitis. 
Tuberculosis. —The 591 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 182 fewer 
than in the first quarter of 1951. Of them 519 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 72 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 47 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
- tuberculosis being 41. ‘The former rate is 11 below that for the corresponding 
| quarter of 1951 and the latter is 10 below. The rates from all forms and from 
_ the respiratory form are respectively 26 and 22 below the five years’ average. 





Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,517 and equal 
arate of 198 per 100,000. These deaths are 4 less than in the first quarter of 
1951. Allowing for change in classification introduced by the Sixth Revision 
of the International Lists of Diseases and Causes of Death the rate is 8 
_ above the five years’ average. 

Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 825 and from 
pneumonia (including pneumonia of the newborn) 780. The corresponding 
—death-rates per 100,000 population are 60 and 61. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 85 and 76 respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents, of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 18 and are equal to a rate of 0:8 per 1,000 
live births... This rate is 0-5 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1951 
and 0-9 below the five years’ average. Including still-births the maternal 
death-rate is also 0-8 per 1,000. 

Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 643, and are equivalent to 
a death-rate of 51.per 100,000. ..In the first quarter of 1951 the number yas 
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697 and the rate 55. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 86 were attri- 
buted to road transport accidents, a decrease of 88 compared with the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1951. 

For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the first quarter of 1952 and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1951 with the average rates for the quarter of 
the years 1947-1951.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JANUARY 1952. 


A very wintry month with severe frost and heavy snowfalls. Though total 
precipitation exceeded average, there was more than the normal January 
sunshine. Winds of hurricane force left a trail of devastation in North Scot- 
land on January 14th/15th. 


Mean temperature (34:1° F'.) exceeded average by 4:8° F. to give Scotland 
its coldest January since 1945. At Achnashellach, Inverness, Helensburgh 
and Renfrew the deficiency was 6°-7°. Persistent northerly winds kept tem- 
peratures at a low level, but there were a few days of mild south-westerly 
weather. On the 6th, maxima rose to 55° at Perth, Forres and Gordon Castle 
and to 54 at Dunbar and Inverness. These contrasted sharply with day 
readings of 17° at Dalwhinnie on the 2nd and 19° at Braemar on the 20th. 
Intense frosts were experienced on high ground, Dalwhinnie having 28 degrees 
of air frost on the 2nd, Braemar 29 on the 380th and Balmoral 28 on the 28th. 
Glentress (Peebles) had 30 degrees of frost on the 28th. On the ground, low 
minima were —-6° F. at Glenmore Lodge on the 28th and —5° at Glenlivet on 
the 30th. 


Falls of rain, sleet or snow were widespread and frequent, but a few short 
dry spells came in the last fortnight. There was appreciable snowfall on the 
Ist/2nd, 8th/9th, 16th and 25th/26th. There was a general fall on the 28th 
when Dumfries and Glasgow received their deepest snowfall of the winter. 
Most parts of the country were affected, the North having the heaviest falls. 
Many roads were blocked at times, drifts in places being 5 feet deep. Snow 
lay for the greater part of the month and traffic was hindered by surface ice 
and frozen snow. Numerous observers reported over an inch of ‘‘rain’’ for 24 
hours on the 1st, 13th and 30th. ‘Total precipitation for the month varied 
considerably ranging from 10-13 inches in places in the West to 1-2 inches in 
parts of Kast Scotland. In general, only inland and eastern districts had less 
than the average for January. 


Sunshine aggregates were above average except locally in the Lothians. 
The sunniest areas lay in the North-East where Rattray Head and Craibstone 
measured 71 hours for the month. Stonehaven, with 69 hours, had its sun- 
niest January for 20 years. Other good records were 67 at Banff, 65 at Dyce 
and 65 at Carnoustie. 

Thunder occurred locally on 6 days, and fog was dense at times in Clyde 
districts from the 19th-21st. A violent gale hit North Scotland on the 14th/ 
15th. Gusts rose to 108 miles per hour at Stornoway and to 103 at Lerwick. 
In the Orkneys, where wind velocity was estimated at 120-130 miles per hour, 
the hurricane caused immense damage to property. 
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FEBRUARY 1952. 


A very dry month with total precipitation less than in any February for 
18 years. Correspondingly, sunshine exceeded average except in the Northern 
Counties. The first half was cold and wintry and, despite milder weather 
thereafter, mean temperature was below average. 


The first fortnight was marked by a continuance of the very cold airstream 
which was a feature in the preceding month. Though the onset of a south- 
westerly type on the 20th brought more seasonable weather, the mean tem- 
perature for the month (38-5° F.) was half-a-degree below average. The 
period 18th-24th, with shade readings above 50°, was the mildest of the 
month. The highest temperature, 57°, was reported from Stonehaven on the 
18th, Dyce on the 23rd and Montrose on the 24th. The 11th and 12th were 
easily the coldest days when shade maxima remained below freezing point 
all day at Glenlivet and Glenmore Lodge. Night frosts, though severe, were 
less so than in January. Low minima were 12° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 12th, 
13° at Glenlivet on the 15th and 14° at Eskdalemuir and Glentress (Peebles) 
on the 13th. The lowest ground readings were 5° IF. at Glenlivet on the 15th 
and 6° at Glenmore Lodge on the Ist. 


Only in some northern districts did precipitation come up to the average. 
Elsewhere many places received roughly one half of the usual February 
amounts. Parts of the South and South-East were exceptionally dry with 
totals in places reaching barely one quarter of average. Some representative 
falls were 0:45 inch at Arbroath, 0:47 in Edinburgh, 0:58 at Kelso and 0-57 at 
Dumfries. Totals of 7-8 inches were reported from the Highlands but even 
these large amounts were short of average. Snow and sleet showers fell rather 
widely until the 15th and snow lay on the ground from the 1st-5th in most 
areas, and in many until the 15th. Daily ‘‘rainfalls’’ of an inch or more were 
not numerous. Amongst the largest were 2:10 inches at Ardgour, 1:62 at Loch 
Sloy Dam and 1:60 at Glenquoich—all on the 5th. 


February was a sunny month in districts south of a line from Peterhead 
to Dunoon. The sunniest stations were Dundee and Leuchars with 110 hours 
each. At Dundee this month’s record has been exceeded in only one other 
February—that of 1946. Four other stations measured over 100 hours, viz. 
St. Andrews (106), Arbroath (105), Carnoustie (104) and Glensaugh, near 
Fettercairn (103). Amongst the dullest places were Fort Wilham (84), Fort 
Augustus (89), Dalwhinnie (40) and Lerwick (42). 

There was a good deal of fog but the frequency of gales was the lowest for 
February for some years. Thunder occurred locally on two days. 
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| Meteorological Notes (continued). 
MARCH 1952. 
A mild month which included cold spells|in the second and last weeks. 


Totals of precipitation and of sunshine varied considerably but, for the 
country as a whole, did not differ greatly from the normal values for March. 


A mild southwesterly type marked the first week and there was another 
mild spell from the 16th-21st. Mean temperature for the month as a whole 
was 42:7° F., the mean values being everywhere above average. At Fort 
Augustus and at Fort William the excess reached 2:8° and 2-6° respectively. 
The 8th and 18th were the mildest days. On the former, shade readings rose 
to 59° at Nairn while Ruthwell had 61° on the 18th and Kelso 60°. Low night 
minima occurred on the 15th, 16th and 30th, the lowest being 15° F. at Dal- 
whinnie on the 30th. Ground frosts were frequent in March, and widespread 
on the 6th and 16th. Ground temperature fell to 8° F. at Glenlivet and 
tenmore Lodge on the 29th and 31st respectively. 


Relative to average, western districts returned the best records of sun- 
shine, the month being rather dull in the East and South. For the latter 
areas the records over the past ten years show that only in 1951 has there been 
less sunshine in March. ‘Tiree, with 141 hours had its sunniest March since 
1941, and the highest aggregate in Scotland. Next, in order, came Turnberry 
(140), Rattray Head (130), Prestwick (125) and Wick (123). Amongst the 
dullest places were Benmore (62), Braemar (76), Montrose (78) and Lerwick 
(84). . 


In parts of the North and throughout a wide belt across the country from 
Argyll to Fife and Angus, precipitation was appreciably in excess of average, 
but the Tweed Valley and a large area in the Lothians had only about 50 per 
cent. of average. Most of the rain fell in the first week while wintry showers 
were frequent during the cold spells. In the last week snow was reported 
several inches deep in places. Amongst the heaviest rainfalls for 24 hours 
were 2-00 inches at Loch Harport (Skye), 1:98 at Onich—both on the 1lst— 
2-07 at Kinlochourn on the 21st and 1-94 at Glenquoich. 


Fog was prevalent in eastern districts on the 17th-19th. There was about 
the average frequency of gales, but more aurore were observed than in any 
March since 1941.

REPORT 


Summary.—the birth and marriage rates are below the average of the 
past five years and of the five years preceding the war. 


The death-rate is below the recent and pre-war five years averages. 


The infant mortality rate is the same as in the corresponding quarter of 


-- 1950, which was the lowest recorded in Scotland in the second quarter of any 
_ year. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is considerably below the average for the 


F corresponding quarters of the last five years.

The maternal mortality rate is slightly below the average of the past five 
years. 


Live Births.—The 23,528 births in the quarter under review are 782 fewer 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population is 


- 18-5, being 0-6 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1951 and 1-9 


below the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 18-7 and in the 
large burghs 19-4, and these compare with 18-1 for the rest of Scotland. In 
individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and burghs from 27-6 
in Port Glasgow, 24-1 in Clydebank and Coatbridge and 21-9 in Hamilton to 
15-8 in Stirling, 15-3 in Falkirk and 14-1 in Dunfermline. In counties exclusive 
of cities and large burghs it ranged from 21-1 in Caithness, 20-7 in Moray, and 


_ 20:2 in Dunbarton and Lanark to 14-0 in Berwick, 13-8 in Bute and 13-1 in 
- Peebles. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-8 per cent, is 0-5 below that for the 
second quarter of 1951 and 0-9 below the average. 


Of the 23,528 births registered, 12,003 were of male children and 11,525 
of female children, being 1,041 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in April numbered 7,767, in May 8,195 and in June 7,566, the equivalent 
birth-rates being 18-5, 18-9 and 18-1 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter was 
598 and is equivalent to a rate of 25 per 1,000 total births (including still- 


births). 
EXPLANATORY NOTES 

Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These rates are calculated as at 30th June, 1952, on the estimated 
provisional population in Scotland, or of the local area concerned, as the case may be. 

Average Rates.— Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years. 

Usual Residence.—Births, Still-births and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered,

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Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 8,154, is 809 fewer than 
for the second quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population was 6-4. It is 
0-6 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1951 and 1-2 below the five 
years’ average. The rate in counties of cities is 7-9 and in the large burghs 7:3, 
and these compare with 4-9 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the 
rate in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 13-1 in Inverness, 
11-5 in Perth and 10:1 in Rutherglen to 5-1 in Arbroath, 4-7 in Kilmarnock and 
4-6 in Coatbridge In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it 
ranged from 7:3 in Moray and Peebles, and 6-4 in Banff and Wigtown to 3:8 
in Ross and Cromarty and in Roxburgh, 3-3 in Inverness and 2-1 in Sutherland. 


Of the 8,154 marriages registered, 1,487 were civil marriages contracted in 
the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 2 
were irregular marriages registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 


pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 6,665, were solemnised by 


a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 civil marriages 
numbered 1,457 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 7,492. 


Marriages registered in April numbered 3,675, in May 1,057 and in June 
3,422, the equivalent marriage-rates being 8-8, 2-4 and 8-2 respectively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,272, and 
equalled a death-rate of 11-2 per 1,000 population. They are 1,170 fewer than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate is 0-9 less than 
in that quarter, and 0-6 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 11-6 and in the large burghs 10-8, and these compare with 
11-1 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large 
burghs ranged from 14-0 in Arbroath, 13-2 in Perth and 12:5 in Dundee to 9-9 
in Clydebank and Dunfermline, 9-3 in Dumfries and 9-1 in Ayr. 


In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 
20-2 in Zetland, 16-8 in Bute and 16-7 in Sutherland to 9-0 in Stirling, 8-7 in 
Fast Lothian and 8-6 in Midlothian. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 5,270, in May 4,633 and in June 4,369, 
the equivalent death-rates being 12-6, 10-7 and 10-4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 801 
and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 34 per 1,000 registered live 
births. This rate is 1 less than that for the corresponding quarter of 1951 and 
7 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 
33 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 54. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 34, in the large burghs 41, 
and in the rest of Scotland 31. In individual areas the rate in the counties of 
cities and large burghs ranged from 70 in Falkirk, 66 in Port Glasgow and 65 
in Airdrie to 19 in Stirling, 16 in Dumfries and 13 in Dunfermline. 


In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 70 
in Sutherland, 61 in Kinross and 54 in Wigtown to 20 in Ross and Cromarty, 17 
in Caithness and 16 in Moray. No deaths of children aged less than one year 
occurred in the County of Selkirk. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) was 22 per 1,000 
live births and is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1951. 
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Causes of Death.—Pvincipal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 97 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 38 more than in the second quarter of 1951. The death-rate for 
this group is 8 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the five preceding years is also 8. These deaths include 4 from 
whooping-cough, 9 from meningococcal infections, 9 from measles and 75 from 
influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid fever, scarlet fever and diphtheria. 
In the counties of cities and large burghs the highest rates were Port Glasgow 37, 
Dundee 27 and Clydebank 18. In counties exclusive of counties of cities 
and large burghs the highest were Zetland 146, Wigtown 51 and Bute 43. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, 2 deaths were registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There were no deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter but 4 in the corresponding quarter of 1951. 


Tuberculosis.—The 377 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 126 fewer 
than in the second quarter of 1951. Of them 319 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 58 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death-rate 
from all forms of tuberculosis is 30 per 100,000, that from respiratory tubercu- 
losis being 25. The former rate is 9 below that for the corresponding quarter of 
1951 and the latter is8 below. The rates from all forms and from the respiratory 


_form are respectively 37 and 31 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,423 and equal a 
rate of 191 per 100,000. These deaths are 31 more than in the second quarter 
of 1951. The rate is 3 higher than in that quarter. Allowing for change in 
classification introduced by the Sixth Revision of the International Lists of 
Diseases and Causes of Death the rate is 7 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases —Deaths from bronchitis numbered 381 and from 
pneumonia (including pneumonia of the newborn) 417. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 30 and 33. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 32 and 39 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 28 and are equal to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-1 higher than that for the corresponding quarter of 
1951 but 0-3 lower than the five years’ average. Including still-births the 
maternal death-rate is also 1-2 per 1,000. 


Violence-—Deaths from violence numbered 593, and are equivalent to 
a death-rate of 47 per 100,000, In the second quarter of 1951 the number was 
691 and the rate 54. Of the total deaths assigned to violence 105 were attri- 
buted to road transport accidents, a decrease of 20 compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1951. 

For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the second quarter of 1952 and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1951 with the average rates for the second quarter 
of the years 1947-1951.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
APRIL 1952 


A mild month which had a cold opening but some fine spells after the first 
week. There was abundant sunshine, and rainfall was appreciably below 
average. It was the driest April in Scotland since 1946... 


After the first two days, which were cold and wintry, temperatures were 
mainly above the seasonal level. For the whole country, the mean value 
(47-8° F.) was 3-5° above average. A disturbed southwesterly type on the 
3rd/4th was followed by more settled weather on the 9th and until the 20th it 
was mainly fine and dry. Day readings in many places rose to 70° in the third 
week. Noteworthy maxima were 73° at Achnashellach on the 18th and 71° at 
Fort William, Gordon Castle and Forres on the 17th. On the latter day, 70° 
was reached at Strathy, Onich and Glenmore Lodge. In contrast, day readings 
on the Ist and 2nd were in the 40°-45° range and night frosts occurred over a 
fairly wide area. Low minima were 21° at Carnwath (Lanarkshire), 22° at 
Tongland and 23° at Glengavel—all on the Ist. On the ground the lowest 
minima were 17° at Mid Calder on the Ist and at Dunfermline on the 2nd. 


Sunshine was plentiful except locally in the West where Tiree, Fort Augustus 
and Fort William had deficiencies ranging from 13 to 17 hours. Along the 
East Coast aggregates in places exceeded average by 30-70 hours. In the 
Clyde area, there was an excess of upwards of 20 hours. The 10th-20th and 
the last week were the sunniest, the 17th being a gloriously sunny day practically 
everywhere. The highest aggregates for the month were 213 hours at Elgin, 206 
at Dyce, 204 at Craibstone and 200 at Arbroath. At Craibstone it was the 
sunniest April :since records began in 1925. ‘Stations with Jess than 150 hours 
included Fort Augustus, Fort William, Onich and Eskdalemuir. 


Rainfall was deficient over the greater part of the country. In the north- 
east totals were less than half the normal, Wick having its driest April since 
1894. Most of the rain fell during the first ten days and frem the 19th-23rd. 
Heavy downpours occurred, with thunder in places, on the 21st which was easily 
the wettest day. Noteworthy falls for 24 hours were 2-41 at Kippen House 
(Perthshire), 2-12 at Old Graden (Kelso) and 2-11 at Sourhope, in the Cheviot 
Hills. Snow and sleet showers fell widely on the Ist, 2nd and 5th-8th. On 
the 2nd, snow lay 4 inches deep at Glenlivet (Banffshire) while a depth of 13 
inches was reported at Glengavel. 


There was more than the usual frequency of thunder and of fog. Winds rose 
to gale force at one place or other on 8 days. 


8 1952—Second Quarter 
Meteorological Notes— (continued) 


MAY 1952.84: 


A spell of fine warm weather raised mean temperatures well above average 
in all districts. Rainfall was comparatively light and sunshine was very 
variable. Shetland had its dullest May for nearly 20 years. 


The weather of May comprised three distinct types. An unsettled easterly 
spell with much cloud and haar in Northeast coastal areas prevailed until the 
12th. ‘A stable southwesterly type followed giving fine warm weather in most 
districts.. The wind changed, however, to the northwest on the 27th and the 
closing days were much cooler with frost in places. The mildest days came in 

‘the third week.::On the 17th the reading at Falkirk was 80°, while 79° was 
registered'at'Lauder, Paisley, Ruthwell, Glenlee and Glenmore Lodge between 
the 16th and'19th.| On their warmest May day, most observers reported maxima 
in the 70’s'but:in the Northeast the “extremes” were much lower, notably 56° 
at Lerwick and ‘62° at Wick. Though a large area had no frost in May, here and 
there night temperatures fell below freezing point. The lowest screen minimum 
was 25° at Carnwath and West Linton on the 31st. Actual ground temperature 
fell to 18° (14° degrees of frost) at Carnwath on the morning of the 31st. 


In a narrow strip running Northwest from Angus to Sutherland, rainfall 
was in excess of average. More than the average fell also in parts of Dumfries- 
‘shire and Southwest Inverness-shire. In the Shetlands, where it was the wettest 
May since 1933; the total fall approached double the average. Elsewhere 
there was a marked deficiency, notably in Argyll and the ‘adjoining islands 
which received: about 50 per cent of the usual May amounts. Rain was per- 
sistent, althorgh'‘in general not heavy, during the first fortnight and in the 
closing week. :'Three or four rather wet days made for the greater part of the 
May totals. The 6th, 10th, 11th, 3lst—and the 8th in the Southwest—had 
perhaps the largest falis. In 24 hours 1-80 inches fell at Traigh House (Inver- 
ness-shire), 1:55 at Inverie Gardens—both on the 11th—and 1-62 at Blair- 
-créich (Perthshire) on the 10th. : : 7 


Sunshine aggregates tended to exceed average in the West and South but 
totals in eastern districts ‘were restricted by North Sea cloud. There were, 
however, mahy'long sunny days in all districts. ‘The sunniest places were Tiree 
(216 hours),-‘Sourhope, in the Cheviots (212), Prestwick (212), Prestwick 
‘Airport (209), Troon’ (205) and Balerno (200). The dullest station 'was Lerwick 
where the month's total (77 hours) was less than half the normal. Other poor 
records included Grimsetter, Orkney (105), Wick (115) and Stonehaven (122). 


‘Sleet’ and hail showers’ occurred with northerly winds on the ‘28th/29th. 
There was a good deal of thunder during the month but few gales were reported. 
Fog was rather widespread on the northeast coasts on the 4th-12th and 16th- 
27th.

JUNE 1952 


| A rather cool and unsettled month which was dull and wet over most of 
Scotland. There was a good deal of thunder, and fog was more prevalent than 
in any June for 10 years. 


Apart from mild spells around the 12th and from the 28th-30th, the generally 
prevailing temperatures were below the seasonal level especially during the 
first few days and with northerly winds in the third week. At places in the 
North and Northwest the thermometer never exceeded 65°. At Duntuilm 
(maximum 59°) it was the first June since 1934 that temperature has failed to 
reach 60°. Mean temperature for the month (54-5° F.) was slightly below aver- 
age. Departures ranged from about 2} degrees below average at Fort William 
and Helensburgh to one degree above at Leuchars. On the warmest days shade 
readings rose to 78° at Perth (on the 12th) and to 76° at Muchalls and at Kelso 
(on the 30th). Most observers reported their lowest readings on the 3rd when 
slight air and ground frosts occurred in places. The lowest minima were 27° 
at Glenmore Lodge and Balmoral and.29°-at Logie Coldstone. 


There was a marked deficiency in sunshine, only two stations—Renfrew and 
Leuchars—having more than the average. North of the Forth-Clyde valley 
there was a shortage of the order of 30-70 hours. The first half of the:month was 
the sunniest, but individual bright days, with durations over 14 hours in places, 
occurred later. The best records were Leuchars (204 hours), the Royal Botanic 
Garden, Edinburgh (199), Troon (197), Prestwick (190) and St. Andrews (189). 
Several places, including Fort Augustus, Fort William and Duntuilm measured 
less than 100 hours for the month. 


The only large areas with less than the normal rainfall lay in the Tweed 
Valley and round the Moray Firth. Elsewhere there was a moderate to large 
excess especially in the North, where Lerwick received more than double the 
normal. Rain was persistent, though not particularly heavy. There were, 
however, several very wet days, notably the Ist, 16th, 24th and 26th when falls 
in 24 hours exceeded an inch in several districts. ~The largest amounts ina day 
were 1-86 inches at Broadford (Skye) on the Ist and 1-65 at Saasaig (Skye). 
On the 26th, 1-80 inches fell at Kinlochquoich.

REPORT 


Summary.—tThe birth and marriage rates are below the average of the 
past five years, but similar to the five years preceding the war. 


The death-rate is lower than the recent and pre-war averages. 


The infant mortality rate is the lowest ever recorded in Scotland for any 
quarter. 


The death-rate from tuberculosis is considerably below the average for the 
corresponding quarters of the last five years. 


The maternal mortality rate is below the average of the past five years. 


Live Births.—The 22,158 births in the quarter under review are 226 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 popula- 
tion is 17-3, being 0-3 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1951 
but 1:0 below the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 16:7 
and in the large burghs 18-1. These compare with 17-4 for the rest of Scotland. 


In individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs 
from 27-9 in Port Glasgow, 24:8 in Coatbridge and 21-6 in Clydebank to 15-2 
in Ayr, 14:8 in Kirkcaldy and 13.7 in Falkirk. In counties exclusive of counties 
of cities and large burghs it ranged from 21-9 in Kinross, 20-2 in Wigtown and 
20-0 in Sutherland to 14-9 in Perth, 13-0 in Bute and 12-5 in Roxburgh. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 5-1 per cent, is the same as that for 
the third quarter of 1951 but 0.5 below the average. 


Of the 22,158 births registered, 11,481 were of male children and 10,677 
of female children, being 1,075 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered 
in July numbered 7,797, in August 7,134 and in September 7,227, the equiva- 
lent birth-rates being 18-0, 16.5 and 17-3 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 
was 541.and is equivalent to a rate of 24 per 1,000 total births (including 
still-births). 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
' Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.—These ‘rates are ‘calculated ‘as at 30th June, 1952, -on -the estimated 
provisional population in Scotland, or of the local area concerned, as the case may be. 

Average Rates.— Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in thissReport are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years. 


Usual Residence.—Births, Still-births and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 11,887, is 167 fewer 
than for the third quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population was 9:3. 
It is 0.1 below the corresponding quarter of 1951 and 0-4 below the five years’ 
average. The rate in the counties of cities is 11-1 and in the large burghs 10-4. 
These compare with 7:3 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate 
in the counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 19.0 in Inverness, 13-4 in 
Dumfries and 12-5 in Perth to 7:9 in Arbroath and in Kilmarnock, 7-2 in 
Dumbarton and 7-1 in Port Glasgow. In counties exclusive of counties of cities 
and large burghs it ranged from 10-7 in West Lothian, 10-1 in Kinross and 9-3 
in Peebles to 4:1 in Ross and Cromarty, 3-2 in Bute and in Inverness, and 2-9 
in Sutherland. 


Of the 11,887 marriages registered, 1,924 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 
2 were irregular marriages registered on the Authority of Decree of Declara- 
tor pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 9,961, were solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 civil marriages 
numbered 1,734, and those with a religious ceremony numbered 10,314. 


Marriages registered in July numbered 4,387, in August 3,389, and in — 


September 4,111, the equivalent marriage-rates being 10-1, 7-8 and 9-8 respec- 
tively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 12,814, and 
equalled a death-rate of 10-0 per 1,000 population. They are 290 fewer than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1951.. The rate is 0-2 less than 
in that quarter, and 0:3 below the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 10-2 and in the large burghs 9-3. These compare with 10:1 
in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual counties of cities and large burghs 
ranged from 11:8 in Falkirk, 11-6 in Kirkcaldy, and 10-9 in Aberdeen, to 7:5 
in Dunfermline, 7-2 in Airdrie, and 6-6 in Coatbridge. In counties exclusive of 
counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 14-1 in Ross and Cromarty, 
13-7 in Berwick, and 13-6 in Nairn to 8-9 in West Lothian, 8-3 in Midlothian, 
and 8-0 in Moray. 


Deaths registered in July numbered 4,353, in August 4,057, and in September 
4,404, the equivalent death-rates being 10-1, 9-4 and 10-5 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
663 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 30 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is 2 less than that for the corresponding quarter of 1951 
and 8 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality 
was 29 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 41. 


The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 30, in the large burghs 28, 
and in the rest of Scotland 30. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
individually it ranged from 65 in Port Glasgow, 44 in Kirkcaldy, and 42 in 
Dumbarton and in Paisley, to 12 in Clydebank, 11 in Perth, and 9 in Rutherglen. 
In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 88 in 
Nairn, 74 in Berwick, and 67 in Caithness to 12 in Ross and Cromarty, 11 in 
Selkirk, and 9 in Perth. No deaths of children aged less than one year 
occurred in the County of Kinross. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) was 21 per 1,000 
live births and is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1951. 
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Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 17 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 23 fewer than in the third quarter of 1951. The death-rate 
for this group is 1 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five preceding years is 3. These deaths include 2 from 
scarlet fever, 1 from whooping-cough, 6 from meningococcal infections, 1 from 
measles and 7 from influenza. There were no deaths from typhoid fever and 
diphtheria. In the counties of cities and large burghs 21 areas had no deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases, and in the rest of Scotland 25 counties 
had no deaths. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, 4 deaths were registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There were 2 deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter and 8 in the corresponding quarter of 1951. In the third quarter of 
1947 when the disease was prevalent, 84 deaths were recorded. 


Tuberculosis.—The 278 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 190 fewer 
than in the third quarter of 1951. Of them 241 were ascribed to tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 37 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death- 
rate from all forms of tuberculosis is 22 per 100,000, that from respiratory 
tuberculosis being 19. The former rate is 14 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1951, and the latter is 10 below. The rates from all forms and from 
the respiratory form are respectively 32 and 27 below the five years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,593, and equal a 
rate of 202 per 100,000. These deaths are 277 more than in the third quarter 
of 1951. The rate is 22 higher than in that quarter. Allowing for change in 
classification introduced by the Sixth Revision of the International Lists of 
Diseases and Causes of Death, the rate is 19 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 195, and from 
pneumonia (including pneumonia of the newborn) 245. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 15 and 19. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 18 and 27 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 21 and are equal to a rate of 0-9 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 
1951 but 0:5 below the five years’ average. Including still-births the maternal 


‘death-rate is also 0-9 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 650, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 51 per 100,000. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 the number 
was 625 and the rate 48. Of the total deaths assigned to violence, 170 were 
attributed to road transport accidents, an increase of 7 compared with the 
third quarter of 1951. 7 

For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given, showing the 


death-rates from several important causes in the third quarter of 1952, and 
in the corresponding quarter of 1951, with the average rates for the quarter 


of the years 1947-1951.

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METEOROLOGICAL. NOTES 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
JULY, 1952 


_ Amild month with a short cool spell in the third week. In many districts 
it was the sunniest July since 1935. Rainfall was relatively light. 


A ridge of high pressure gave mainly fair weather during the first week 
but the second and third weeks were unsettled with frequent rain. Fair 
weather returned about the 2ist. Mean temperature (59-0°) for the month 
was above average in practically all parts of the country. Day maxima of 
65°-75° were widely recorded except during the cool spell from the 15th-17th. 
The Ist, 5th and 6th were the warmest days. Temperature in the shade rose 
to 82° at Kinloss on the Ist, at Fort Augustus on the 5th and at Achnashellach, 
Forres, Colmonell and West Freugh on the 6th. From the 15th-17th day 
readings rose little above 55° and at night temperature fell below 35° in places. 
Low minima were 33° at Glenmore Lodge on the 6th, 34 at Glentress (Peebles) 
on the 15th and 34 at West Linton and Carnwath on the 29th. .Ground tem- 
perature fell to 25°F. at Glenlivet on the 4th. 

Sunshine was abundant in July. Only in the North and Northwest were 
aggregates below average. Over the Central Lowlands there -was an excess 
of 50 hours or more. At Renfrew it was the sunniest July on ‘‘record’’ while 
Glasgow and Perth had more sunshine than in any July since 1919. From the 
4th-6th and at times during the closing week some observers recorded 12-16 
hours per day. The sunniest stations for the month as a whole were Leuchars 
(243 hours), Perth (238), St. Andrews (237), Renfrew (235) and Kirkcaldy (234). 
Amongst the dullest, with aggregates under 150 hours, were Lerwick, Grim- 
setter, Fort Augustus, Fort William and Duntuilm. 


Most of the rain fell in the 2nd and 3rd weeks and the Ist and 31st were wet. 
Totals for the month were mainly below average. The Tweed Valley and a 
large area round Inverness had only about half the normal. At Crailing 
(1-27") and in Inverness (1-:19”) it was the driest July since 1919, The Tweed 
Valley experienced its sixth successive month with a deficient rainfall. Falls 
of an inch in 24 hours, though not numerous, occurred on the 7th, the largest 
being 2-19” at Drumlanrig Castle, 1-90 at Portree and 1-55 at Glenkiln Reservoir 
(in Kirkcudbrightshire). 


Winds were strong at times, and there was a good deal of thunder, especially 
on the 6th and 7th. Little fog was reported. 
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Meteorological Notes—(continued) 
AUGUST, 19652 


A month of moderate temperature, the mean value (57-7°F.) being only 
slightly above average. Owing to thundery rains in the first fortnight, rainfall 
totals varied considerably from place to place. Coastal areas in Fife and Angus 
returned the highest records of sunshine. 


Until the 16th, it was rather mild, but very unsettled. Cooler weather 
followed with northerly winds on the 17th-21st. Thereafter, winds returned 
to a westerly point giving fairly mild weather over the last ten days, but it 
was cold at night around the 26th. On the warmest days, shade temperature 
rose to 70°, the highest being 75° at Carnoustie on the 22nd and at Stonehaven 
on the 23rd. Five places reported 74° on the 12th, 22nd or 23rd, viz., Dyce, 
Dundee, Leuchars, Montrose and Ruthwell. Around the 20th and 26th night 
minima fell to 40° in many districts. Low minima were 27° at Glenlivet, 29° 
at Glenmore Lodge and 30° at Dalwhinnie and Balmoral—all on the 26th. 
Only twice since systematic recording began in 1856 has air temperature in 
Scotland fallen below 27° in August, the lowest being 23° in 1869. Ground 
frosts occurred on six nights. Thermometers exposed on the ground registered 
17° at Glenlivet and 20° at Dalwhinnie on the 26th. 


Rainfall was persistent and heavy at times during the first two weeks. 
A more settled period followed in which there were mainly only small amounts 
of rain, but it became unsettled and showery towards the close. It was the 
fifth successive wet August in Scotland. Relative to average, there was an 
excess in the coastal strip extending northwards from Aberdeen. To the 
South, however, totals were under average. Some of the Islands, several 
Clyde districts and a large area in the Southwest reported a deficiency. Shetland 
had its wettest August since recording began in 1911 while two stations in 
Ayrshire—Colmonell and Prestwick—registered their largest August rainfalls 
for about 20 years. Over 2 inches of rain fell in 24 hours at one place or other 
on the 7th, 9th, 15th, 26th and 30th. Amongst the largest were 4-10 inches 


at Birkhall (Deeside) on the 15th, 3-49 at Dunoon Water Works on the 7th 
and 2-76 at Turnberry on the 9th. 


Sunshine varied a good deal from station to station. More than average 
was registered on the Fife and Angus Coasts and in parts of Dumfries-shire. 
Elsewhere there was a deficiency. The sunniest places were Arbroath (181 
hours), 14 hours above average, Leuchars (178), St. Andrews (175), Dunbar 
(175) and Carnoustie (169). The dullest stations were Benmore (78), Strathy 
(81), Fort Augustus (83) and Dalwhinnie (83). 


Winds rose to gale force at exposed places on the 23rd and 26th-31st. 
Thunder was heard at one place or other on all but 4 days in the first fortnight. 


Storms were widespread on the 2nd, 4th and 12th. Fog occurred locally on 
17 days. 
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Meteorological Notes—-(continued) 
SEPTEMBER, 1952 


The coldest September in Scotland for 34 years. Precipitation was often 
of the showery type, but there were heavy cyclonic rains on the 23rd-25th, 
when amounts for 24 hours exceeded 3 inches in places. Some of the islands, 


oat Argyll and districts round the Clyde Estuary had the best sunshine 
records. 


For the greater part of the month pressure was high to the West of the 
British Isles. The resulting persistence of northerly winds kept temperaure at 
a very low level and gave Scotland its coldest September for 34 years. Tthough 
readings were moderately high at the outset and for several days around 
the 12th and 23rd, maxima never reached 70°. Only twice before—in 1925 
and 1877—has this occurred in September. Carnoustie with 69° on the 23rd 
registered the highest reading. Four places reported 68°, viz., Glenbranter 
on the Ist, Stirling on the 13th and Cupar and Montrose on the 23rd. At 
Blackford Hill, Edinburgh, the maximum of 61° was the lowest in September 
since records began about the beginning of the century. Slight frosts occurred 
before the end of the first week and they were frequent thereafter. Air tem- 
perature fell to 27° at Dalwhinnie on the 6th, 10th and 15th and at Eskdalemuir 
on the 20th. On the 18th, 25° was registered ar Carnwath. Ground frosts 
were severe on the 10th, 18th, 19th, 29th and 30th, the lowest minimum being 
18° (14 degrees of frost) at Lerwick on the 30th. 


Rain was frequent in the first week, but little or none fell thereafter until 
showery conditions returned on the 16th. From the 23rd-25th heavy rain 
occurred practically everywhere. Several measurements exceeded 3 inches in 
24 hours, the largest being 3-98 at Erracht (Glen Loy) and 3-95 at Kinlochquoich 
on the 23rd, 3-67 at Glenquoich on the 24th and (following 3-60 on the 24th) 
3-65 at Kinlochquoich on the 25th. Totals for the month exceeded average 
in many northern districts, whereas less than half the average was measured 
in Fife, Angus and Perthshire. At Dundee, Leuchars, Montrose and Perth 
it was the driest September since 1929. In contrast to totals below one inch 
at the latter, 14-80 inches fell at Kinlochquoich where over 11 inches of this 
large total was recorded on the three days 23rd-25th. 


In parts of the West sunshine records exceeded average by 30-40 hours. 
At Oban and Helensburgh it was the sunniest September since 1911. Tiree 
(171 hours) and Oban (170) headed the list of aggregates followed by Helens- 
burgh (140), Lephinmore, Loch Fyne (140), Greenock (139) and Renfrew (139). 
Most other districts were less fortunate, eastern districts having their dullest 
September for many years, for instance Gordon Castle had less sunshine than in 
any September since 1908. At Montrose and North Berwick it was the dullest 


September for about 30 years. 


Winds rose to gale force on 8 days, the stormiest period being the 23rd-26th. 
There was less than the usual September frequency of fog and of thunder. 
Thunderstorms occurred at ten places, chiefly in the West, on the Ist.

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Preliminary Return for the year 1952 


THIS Report deals primarily with the statistics for the fourth quarter of the 
year 1952, but includes a short preliminary return of the general vital statistics 
for the country for the whole year. A full report of the vital statistics of the 
year will, in due course, be incorporated in the Ninety-Eighth Annual Report. 
The figures given for the year in the present Report, may, however, be accepted 
as substantially accurate, although they are provisional and will be superseded 
in due course by those appearing in the Annual Report. 


The birth-rate is the same as that for 1951 and also the same as the average 
over the period 1935-1939. For the first time since the war the birth-rate has 
not fallen. The general death-rate is lower than in 1951 and less than the 
average. With the exception of 1948, it is the lowest recorded. The infant 
death-rate is the lowest recorded. The marriage-rate is slightly lower than in 
1951 but above the pre-war average (1934-38). 

Deaths from tuberculosis show a definite downward trend from both 
pulmonary and non-pulmonary forms of the disease. The death-rates from 
pulmonary and non-pulmonary tuberculosis are the lowest recorded. 

Live births registered during the year 1952 numbered 90,422, being equal 
to a rate of 17-7 per thousand. This rate is the same as that for 1951 but 1-4 
below the average for the five preceding years. It was 17-7 in 1938, 18-5 in 
1944, 22-0 in 1947, 17-7 in 1951 and 17-7 in 1952. The natural increase for the 
year, 1.e., the excess of births over deaths, was 28,911 as compared with the 
average for the previous five years of 34,379. Still-births numbered 2,430 
as compared with 2,479 in 1951, representing a rate of 26 still-births per 1,000 
of all births (live and still), 1 below that of 1951. Illegitimate live births 
numbered 4,306 as compared with 4,592 in 1951. This is equal to a rate of 
4-8 per 100 live births. The proportion of male live births per 1,000 females 
was 1,048, being 15 less than in 1951. 

Marriages registered during the year numbered 41,158. The marriage- 
rate, 8-0 per thousand, is 0-1 below that for 1951. It is 0-2 below the five years’ 
average (1947-51) but 0-4 above the pre-war average (1934-38). 33,696 of the 
marriages were solemnised by ministers of religion, 33,549 having been preceded 
by proclamation of banns or by publication of notice, and 147 authorised by 
Sheriff’s licence in accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) 
Act, 1939. 7,454 marriages were contracted in the offices of authorised Regis- 
trars. 8 were registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator pronounced 
in the Court of Session. Civil marriages comprise 18-1 per cent. of the total 
marriages. 

Deaths from all causes numbered 61,511 and equalled a death-rate of 12-0 
per thousand. It is 0-9 below the rate for 1951 and 0-4 below the five years’ 
average. 

Deaths of children under one year numbered 3, 181, representing an infant 
mortality rate of 35 per thousand living births. This rate is 2 below that for 
1951 and 9 below the five years’ average. It is the lowest Scottish infant 
mortality rate yet recorded. The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one 
month) was 22 per thousand, the same as that for 1951. Among legitimate 
children the infant mortality rate was 34 per thousand, 3 less than in 1951, 
while among illegitimate children it was 54, the same as in 1951. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Birth, Death and Marriage Rates.— These rates are calculated on the estimated population in Scotland, 
or of the local area concerned, as the case may be, as at 30th June, 1952. 
Average Rates.—Unless otherwise indicated, average rates referred to in this Report are the averages of the 
rates in the previous five years, 
Usual Residence.—Births, Still-births and Deaths are corrected throughout this Return by transfer to usual 
place of residence, if in Scotland, but Marriage figures are as registered. 
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Table ILA shows the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the year, classified by sex and cause, and also the number by age and cause. 


Decreases were found in every age-group, being most pronounced in the 
groups 65-74 and 75-84. The greatest relative improvement was in age-groups 
1-4, 10-14 and 25-34. The deaths, however, were comparatively few at those 
ages. The death-rate at ages under 45 was 2-4 per 1,000 and at ages 45 and 
over 31-5. In 1951 the corresponding rates were 2-7 and 33:8. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* was 422, 710 
fewer than in 1951. The death-rate was 8 per 100,000. The large decrease was 
principally due to the number of deaths from influenza, which was 316 compared 
with 958 in 1951. Deaths from diphtheria totalled 8; the smallest number ever 
registered in Scotland was 3 in 1950. In 1940 the number was 676 and in 1941 
517. Deaths from scarlet fever (including streptococcal sore throat) numbered 
5, 4 more than in 1951. From meningococcal infections the number was 44, the 
same as in the previous year, from whooping-cough 26 against 98 in 1951, 
and from measles 22 against 25. The deaths from acute poliomyelitis and polio- 
encephalitis numbered 12, a decrease of 12 from the previous year. In 1947 the 
number was 129. The average for the years 1942-46 was 13. One death occurred 
from typhoid fever in 1952, the same as in 1951. 

Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) numbered 1,611, a decrease of 568 
compared with 1951. The death-rate was 32 per 100,000, being 32 below the 
average of the preceding five years. Deaths from respiratory tuberculosis 
numbered 1,404, being 482 fewer than in 1951. The rate was 27 per 100,000, 
being 28 below the five years’ average. The deaths from non-respiratory 
tuberculosis were 86 fewer than in 1951. The rate 4 per 100,000 was 5 below 
the five years’ average. 

Deaths from syphilis (including parasyphilitic diseases) numbered 114, 
a decrease of 35 compared with the previous year. 

Deaths from malignant disease numbered 10,099 and were 259 more than 
in 1951. Compared with the average they were 369 more. 

Deaths from heart disease numbered 20,212 and were 1,290 less than in 
1951. They account for 33 per cent of all deaths. 

From vascular lesions affecting the central nervous system deaths numbered 
9,086; from nephritis 562 and from senility 1,025. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (not tubercular, malignant or 
influenzal) numbered 4,542, which were 900 fewer than in 1951. They included 
2,025 from bronchitis and 1,882 from pneumonia, the rates per 100,000 being 
40 and 37 respectively. Compared with 1951 the number from bronchitis was 
463 fewer and from pneumonia 415 less. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
92 as against 99 in the previous year. This represents a maternal mortality 
rate of 1-0 per thousand births (live and still). This rate is 0.1 below that for 
1951. ‘It is 0-4 below the five years’ average. The rate is only half that 
experienced as recently as 1947. 

Deaths from congenital malformations and diseases of early infancy 
numbered 2,255 and were 68 less than in 1951. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 2,539 and are 45 fewer than 
in 1951. Of these 282 were ascribed to suicide, 484 to road transport accidents 
and 1,773 to other forms of violence; the numbers from these causes in 1951 
were 276, 565 and 1,743 respectively. 

In Table 1A will be found the main figures and rates for Scotland, counties 
of cities, large burghs and remainder of counties, with individual figures for 


each area.

Quarterly Return of the 
Births, Deaths and Marriages registered in Scotland 
for the Quarter ended 3lst December 1952 


REPORT 


Summary.—tThe birth and marriage rates are below the average of the 
corresponding quarters of the past five years but above the average of the five 
years preceding the war. 


The death-rate is lower than the recent and pre-war averages. 


The infant mortality rate is a little higher than in 1951 but well below 
the average of the past five years. 


Deaths from tuberculosis show a definite downward trend both from 
pulmonary and non-pulmonary forms of the disease. The death-rate from 
pulmonary tuberculosis is the lowest ever recorded in any fourth quarter. 


The maternal mortality rate is below the average of the past five years. 


Live Births.—The 21,838 births in the quarter under review are 1,066 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 17-0, being 0-9 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1951 but 
0-7 below the average. The birth-rate in the counties of cities is 16-6 and in 
the large burghs 17-6. This compares with 17-1 for the rest of Scotland. In 
individual areas the rate ranged in the counties of cities and large burghs from 
93-4 in Coatbridge, 22-6 in Port Glasgow and 21-2 in Dumbarton to 14-1 in 
Edinburgh, 13-8 in Ayr and 12-8 in Dumfries. In counties exclusive of counties 
of cities and large burghs it ranged from 21-2 in Wigtown, 19-9 in West Lothian 
and 19-6 in Fife to 13-6 in Zetland, 12-9 in Argyll and 11-8 in Bute. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-5 per cent, is 0-2 below that for the 
fourth quarter of 1951 and 0-6 below the average. 


Of the 21,838 births registered, 11,059 were of male children and 10,779 of 
female children, being 1,026 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in 
October numbered 7,760, in November 6,590 and in December 7,488, the 
equivalent birth-rates being 17-9, 15-7 and 17:3 respectively. 


Still-Births.—The number of still-births registered during the quarter 
was 615 and is equivalent to a rate of 27 per 1,000 total births (including 
still-births). 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 8,685, is 110 less than 
for the fourth quarter of 1951. The rate per 1,000 population was 6-8. It is 
the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1951 but 0-5 below the five 
years’ average. The rate in the counties of cities is 7-6, in the large burghs 7°8 
and in the rest of Scotland 5-7. In individual areas the rate in the counties of 
cities and large burghs ranged from 14-3 in Inverness, 11-2 in Arbroath and 
10-8 in Perth to 6-4 in Clydebank, 6-2 in Dumbarton and 5-9 in Port Glasgow. 
In counties exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 8-3 
in Selkirk, 7-8 in Bute and 7-4 in Argyll and Kirkcudbright to 4-7 in Dunbarton, 
Renfrew and Sutherland, 4-6 in Ross & Cromarty and Roxburgh and 4:1 in 
Inverness. 

Of the 8,685 marriages registered, 1,806 were civil marriages contracted 
in the office and in the presence of certain specially authorised Registrars in 
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accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939, while 3 
were irregular marriages registered on the authority of Decree of Declarator 
pronounced in the Court of Session. The remainder, 6,876, were solemnised 
by a minister of religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1951 civil marriages 
numbered 1,714 and those with a religious ceremony numbered 7,086. 


Marriages registered in October numbered 2,691, in November 2,179 and in 
December 3,815, the equivalent marriage-rates being 6-2, 5-2 and 8-8 respec- 
tively. 


Deaths.—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,034, and 
equalled a death-rate of 12-5 per 1,000 population. They are 1,230 more than 
were registered in the corresponding quarter of 1951. The rate is 1-0 more than 
in that quarter, and 0-3 above the five years’ average. The death-rate in the 
counties of cities is 13-0, in the large burghs 12-1, and in the rest of Scotland 
12-2. The rate in individual counties of cities and large burghs ranged from 
17-7 in Rutherglen, 15-5 in Stirling and 14-8 in Arbroath to 9-9 in Clydebank, 
9-3 in Port Glasgow and 8-1 in Dumfries. In counties exclusive of counties 
of cities and large burghs it ranged from 18-3 in Bute, 17-7 in Kinross and 16-5 
in Selkirk to 10-9 in East Lothian, Inverness and Stirling, 10-5 in Midlothian 
and 10-4 in West Lothian. 


Deaths registered in October numbered 4,769, in November 4,485 and in 
December 6,780, the equivalent death-rates being 11-0, 10-7 and 15-6 respec- 
tively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
845 and are equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 39 per 1,000 registered 
live births. This rate is 3 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1951 but 
6 below the five years’ average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 
37 per 1,000 births and among illegitimate children 70. 

The infant mortality in the counties of cities is 38, in the large burghs 44 
and in the rest of Scotland 37. In the counties of cities and large burghs 
individually it ranged from 63 in Dumbarton, 58 in Dumfries and 55 in Falkirk 
and Port Glasgow to 20 in Ayr, 18 in Aberdeen and 17 in Perth. In counties 
exclusive of counties of cities and large burghs it ranged from 81 in Nairn, 
74 in Kinross and 66 in Selkirk to 17 in Inverness, 15 in Perth and 13 in Moray. 
No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the County of Suther- 
land. 


The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under one month) was 21 per 1,000 
live births and is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1951. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—There were 73 deaths 
registered during the quarter which were attributed to the principal epidemic 
diseases, being 45 more than in the fourth quarter of 1951. The death-rate for 
this group is 6 per 100,000 of population. The average rate for the corresponding 
quarter of the five preceding years is also 6. These deaths include 1 from 
typhoid fever, 3 from scarlet fever, 4 from diphtheria, 6 from whooping-cough, 
15 from meningococcal infections, 4 from measles and 40 from influenza. 
In the counties of cities and large burghs the highest rates were 48 in Rutherglen, 
21 in Greenock and 18 in Ayr and Dunfermline. In counties exclusive of 
counties of cities and large burghs the highest were 46 in Nairn, 22 in Bute and 
19 in Selkirk. 


In addition to the deaths mentioned above, 6 deaths were registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There were 4 deaths from this cause in the previous 
quarter and 10 in the corresponding quarter of 1951. In the third quarter of 
1947 when the disease was prevalent 84 deaths were recorded. 
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Tuberculosis.—The 357 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 126 
fewer than in the fourth quarter of 1951. Of them 308 were ascribed to tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system and 49 to tuberculosis of other organs. 
The death-rate from all form, of tuberculosis is 28 per 100,000, that from 
respiratory tuberculosis being 24. The former rate is 9 below that for the 
corresponding quarter of 1951 and the latter is also9 below. The rates from all 
forms and from the respiratory form are respectively 33 and 30 below the five 
years’ average. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2,506 and equal 
a rate of 195 per 100,000. These deaths are 5 more than in the fourth quarter 
of 1951. ' The rate is 1 above that quarter. Allowing for change in classification 
introduced by the Sixth Revision of the International Lists of Diseases and 
Causes of Death the rate is 2 above the five years’ average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from bronchitis numbered 625, and from 
pneumonia (including pneumonia of the newborn) 555. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 49 and 43. The average rates for the 
corresponding quarters of the previous five years are 43 and 45 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents 
of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 23 and are equal to a rate of 1-1 per 
1,000 live births. This rate is 0-1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 
1951 but 0-1 below the five years’ average. Including still-births the maternal 
death-rate is 1-0 per 1,000. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 644, and are equivalent to a 
death-rate of 50 per 100,000. In the fourth quarter of 1951 the number was 
564 and the rate 44. Of the total deaths assigned to violence, 119 were attri- 
buted to road transport accidents, a decrease of 21 compared with the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1951. 

For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing the 
death-rates from several important causes in the fourth quarter of 1952 and 
in the corresponding quarter of 1951, with the average rates for the quarter 
of the years 1947-1951.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 


Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
OCTOBER, 1952 


A rather cold and unsettled month with a good deal of rain and some high 
winds. Sunshine exceeded average except locally in the East and South. 


Apart from brief mild spells at the outset, on the 17th-19th and in the last 
week, the prevailing weather was cool for the season. Mean temperature 
(46-7°) was about one degree below average making the month the coldest 
October in Scotland since 1939. On the mildest day—the 2nd—shade readings 
rose to 66° at Perth and to 63° at Largs. Fairly sharp frosts occurred widely, 
and were severe in places on the 11th-13th, 19th-21st and 30th. On the 11th 
screen minima fell to 20° at Carnwath and to 22° at West Linton. Ground 
frosts were registered practically every night. Low minima were 12° at Glen- 
livet and 13° at Forres and Glenmore Lodge on the 15th. Dalwhinnie reported 
13° on the 15th. 


Precipitation was above average in many western areas, whereas there was 
a moderate shortage in the East and South. Edinburgh and North Berwick 
received little more than half the usual October fall. In the wet areas, it was 
the persistence of the rain rather than its intensity which was outstanding. 
The first two weeks were showery and the last week was consistently wet. 
The 14th-19th was the only reasonably dry period. Falls of an inch or more in 
24 hours were widespread from the 22nd-28th. The largest included 3-48 inches 
at Glenquoich and 3-33 at Kinlochourn on the 28th. 


Sunshine records were above average except locally in the East and 
South. At many places aggregates exceeded average by 25 hours or more. 
Turnberry, Leuchars, St. Andrews, Dundee and Dunbar had their sunniest 
October for over 20 years. On the 15th Leuchars registered 9-1 hours bright 
sunshine while the sun shone for 9-7 hours at Stornoway on the 11th. Leuchars, 
with 128 hours, had the best record followed by St. Andrews (122), Dundee (121), 
Dunbar (119), Arbroath (118), Lundin Links (117) and Carnoustie (116). 


Hail showers were widespread in the first and last weeks and thunderstorms 
occurred over a wide area in the West on the 23rd and 24th. There was less 
than the usual October frequency of fog, but numerous gales were reported, 
the last week being unusually stormy. 


Snow or sleet showers fell locally in the North on eight days. An observer 
reported that in the snow corries in the Cairngorms drifts were 6-12 feet deep. 
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Meteorological Notes—(continued) 
NOVEMBER, 1952 


The opening week was mild but thereafter temperatures were mainly below 
the seasonal level. In the second half of the month winds persisted from an 
easterly or northerly direction bringing unusual cold for November. It was 
the third successive cold month and Scotland’s coldest November for 27 years. 
The month was a decidedly dry one and a pleasing feature was the abundance 
of sunshine, especially in the West in parts of which it was the sunniest Novem- 
ber on “‘record’’, 

Mean temperature (38-6°F.) was 3° below normal and 7° below the corres- 
ponding value in November last year. Maxima below 40°-45° predominated 
and only the first few days were at all mild. Temperature reached 57° at the 
Royal Botanic Garden, Edinburgh on the Ist, at Falkirk on the 2nd, and at 
Largs on the Ist and 3rd. 

Low temperatures persisted in the second half, night frosts being almost 
as intense as those of November, 1947, and November, 1919. Some of the sea 
lochs in the West were frozen in places, while skating and curling were possible 
on the ponds and lochs in East Scotland—an unusual occurrence in November. 
Temperature never rose above 19° at Dalwhinnie on the 24th and 22° at Braemar 
on the 25th. Clear skies gave rise to intense radiation frosts, the lowest screen 
minima being 5° (27 degrees of frost) at Dalwhinnie, 6° at Braemar and 7° 
at Glenlivet (all on the 25th). On that morning there were 35 degrees of ground 
frost at Glenlivet and 33 at both Dalwhinnie and Nairn. 

With precipitation well below average, it was the driest November since 
1945. Shetland had its smallest November rainfall for 15 years. It was wet 
and unsettled over the first ten days and showers of hail, sleet and snow were 
frequent thereafter. The prevalence of easterly or northerly winds raised 
totals above average in some eastern districts, but over the greater part of 
the country there was a moderate to large deficiency. In South Inverness-shire 
and in parts of Argyll and Perthshire, totals were less than 50 per cent of 
average. Only in the first week were daily rainfalls of an inch or more reported. 
On the 3rd, which was probably the wettest day, 2-91 inches fell at Glenquoich, 
2:90 at Kinlochquoich and 2-65 at Kinlochourn. Snow lay 4-6 inches deep 
in Aberdeenshire on the 23rd, 2-4 inches at Glenmore Lodge and at Glenlivet 
from the 23rd-30th and 3 inches at Wick on the 25th. The Perth-Braemar and 
Ballater-Tomintoul roads were blocked with snow, and roads in many parts 
of the country were ice bound. 

There were many individual sunny days in the first fortnight but most of 
the sunshine was recorded in the second half of the month. Records for the 
month exceeded average except in a few eastern districts. The highest aggre- 
gates were 95 hours at Turnberry, 94 at Dunoon, 90 at Prestwick Airport and 
87 at Eskdalemuir. Five places—Strathy, Peebles, Fort William, Dalwhinnie 
and Braemar—registered less than 35 hours for the month. 

A good deal of fog was reported, Glasgow and district being badly hit at 
the end of the month. Thunder occurred on 5 days and was mainly local 
in character. Gales were experienced on the 3rd, 5th-10th, 21st and 23rd. 
Gusts rose to 70 miles per hour at Stornoway on the 5th, to 74 at Millport (Isle 
of Cumbrae) on the 6th and to 84 at Tiree on the 6th.

DECEMBER, 1952 


For the fourth consecutive month mean temperatures were below average, 
while frosts were again severe. There was a good deal of snow, especially in 
the North around the 15th, but total precipitation was lighter than in December, 
1951. Sunshine records were up to average. 


Snow lay over much of the country on the Ist, but milder air dispersed it 
by the 5th. A spell of northerly winds began on the 11th causing widespread, 
and in some cases severe frosts. The period culminated in a gale of great 
violence in the Northwest and West on the 17th after heavy snowfall early on 
the 15th. A very disturbed W./S.W. type marked the period 18th-26th, 
and the month closed with a recurrence of cold northerly winds. Mean tempera- 
ture for the whole country was 37:4°F. (2° below average). At West Linton, 
Wick, Helensburgh and Montrose the deficiency reached 2-9°. At no time did 
screen readings exceed 57°, the highest being recorded in the Northeast— 
57 at Forres and 55 at Elgin on the 8th and 9th respectively. Cold weather 
predominated, the coldest days being the Ist, 14th and 15th. Day temperature 
rose to only 26° at Glenlivet and to 27 at Glenmore Lodge on the 14th. Low 
night minima were 7° at Glenlivet and 8 at Dalwhinnie and Glenmore Lodge 
on the 15th. On the ground, temperature fell to minus 3° at Glenlivet on the 
morning of the 15th,and to plus 2 at Dalwhinnie on the 16th. 


Precipitation varied considerably but a large part of the country was drier 
than normal, the shortage being greatest in Perthshire and on the Ayrshire 
coast. The wettest parts lay inland in Banffshire and Aberdeenshire. The 
Sth, 16th-19th and 24th had the heaviest falls. On the 16th, 2-29 inches fell 
at Lochcarron, 2:50 at Kingairloch, 2-66 at Inverinan (Loch Awe) and 2:11 
at Achnashellach. On the 8th, 2-51 inches were measured at Rothesay. Wide- 
spread snow, sleet and hail showers occurred during the last three weeks. 
The depth of snow in the Outer Hebrides reached 8” on the 15th, and blizzard 
conditions raged inthe North and Northeast, especially in Shetland and Orkney, 
where farms and villages were isolated for a time. Deep drifts blocked roads 
and trapped vehicles. Reports of drifts 15 ft. deep came from Skye. 


Sunshine records were about average in December. The Northwest, 
however, hada very dullmonth. Duntuilm (Skye) with only 7 hours experienced 
its dullest December since records began in 1934. The sunniest stations lay 
in Fife, Angus and the Southeast, Edinburgh (55 hours), Leuchars (54) and 
Dunbar (53) having the highest aggregates. These are all good records for a 
winter month. Four places reported less than 15 hours’ bright sunshine, viz., 
Fort William (5), Duntuilm (7), Lerwick (11) and Fort Augustus (12). 


There were about the normal December frequencies of fog, thunder and 
gales. Thick fog blanketed many Clyde-Forth districts at the beginning of 
the month. The Northwest gale on the 17th was one of the worst of the year. 
Wind speed in gusts exceeded 70 m.p.h. in exposed places in the West. At 
Stornoway, where a gust reached 92 m.p.h., mean wind speed from 2 p.m. to 
6 p.m. averaged about 60 m.p.h.
